(4) Adopt a vehicle retention policy that retains vehicles until at
| east one hundred twenty thousand mles of use. The vehicle retention
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policy shall specify the extent of danmage to a vehicle that would
require disposal prior to one hundred twenty thousand nmles of use.
D sposal of vehicles wthout significant danage prior to one hundred
twenty thousand mles of use shall occur only after the departnent can
denonstrate in a report to the appropriate conmmittees of the
legislature that earlier disposal of vehicles wll reduce routine
mai nt enance and repair costs and/or increase resale price sufficient to
reduce the rates charged to state agencies. The reduced rates cited in
this report shall be used in subsequent budget requests for the
departnent; and

(5) Establish guidelines, procedures, and standards for fleet
operations that other state agencies and institutions of higher
educati on nay adopt. The guidelines, procedures, and standards shal
be consistent wth and carry out the objectives of any general policies
adopted by the office of financial managenent under RCW 43.41.
